THE CITRUS FAIR. 


I t W ill b e H e ld In T h i s C it y N e x t 
M a r c h . 
Secretary Higgins, of the Cham ber of 
Commerce, was back at bis desk yester­ 
day, after a two week’s trip in the north­ 
ern part of the State. 
The particular 
object of his visit was to attend the meet­ 
ing of the State Board of Agriculture, 
where the location of the citrus fair was 
to be settled. 
It was pretty well under­ 
stood that several other localities in the 
southern part of the State’were exerting 
a very Btrong pull, and there was a lively 
probability that the fair would not come 
to Lob Angeles. 
This fair has its origin in a bill which 
passed the last Legislature appropriating 
$10,000 for two citrus fairs, one to be held 
in the northern and one in the southern 
part of the State. 
It was the opinion of 
the Chamber of Commerce of this city 
that this southern fair ought to come to 


Loa Angeles. Mr. Higgins pat in some 
quiet work which he does not say much 
about, but the ÍAct is that Los Angeles 
gets the southern citrus fair. 
It will occur on the 10th of March, and 
will probably be the greatest event of the 
kind that has ever taken place in Los 
Angeles. The $5,000 will be used for 
prem iums, and other expenses must be 
made from gate money and raised by 
subscription. The State Board of Trade, 
the State Board of Agriculture and the 
State Board o t Horticulture will hold 
their meetings in this city while the fair 
is in progress. 
The Committee of the State Board of 
Agriculture, which has the fair in charge, 
consists of Jcsae D. Carr, of M onterey; 
Christopher Green, of Sacram ento; and 
Fraftk C. Da Long, of Marin county. 
Plans for the fair are bb yet in a vague 
form. 


PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 


A H e e li n g to R e v iv e t h e O ld O r g a n ­ 
i z a t i o n . 
For some time past there has been a 
quiet movement on foot among the pro­ 
duce dealers of this city to revive the 
work of the Produce Exchange. 
This 
institution, which was incorporated sev­ 
eral years ago, formerly did effective 
work in establishing definite prices for 
all articles in m arket; but in the midst 
of the boom it was neglected by its 
members, and the regular calls closed. 
A meeting was held yesterday after­ 
noon at 3 :30 o’clock in the rooms of the 
Board of Trade, at which the m atter of 
of the revival was taken under consider­ 
ation. 
Owing, it is believed, to the un­ 
usual heat, not more than fifteen were 
present. 
General M athews, who has been most 
active in starting the movement, called 
the meeting to order, and Secretary 
Wood of the Board of Trade acted an 
Secretary. 
The General 
eaid: 
The 
Produce Exchange as it formerly existed 
was an excellent thing for dealers in Los 
Angeles. 
When the real eetatc excite­ 
m ent began the Exchange was deRerted, 
partly because its members found that 
they could make more money trading in 
laud, and partly because production fell 
off so th at the dealers could always han­ 
dle more than they could get. 
A suc­ 
cessful mercantile community can be 
made only by a close relationship of its 
merchants so that they can protect one 
another. 
Production is increasing so 
that now we get more goodB than we can 
sell. There are in this city a num ber of 
brokers, who, when the m arket is low in 
any line can buy and Bhip. 
Formerly 
we had only about ten real call members 
who absolutely needed the Exchange. 
Today there are thirty-five who would be 
benefited. 
Secretary W ard was called upon to 
state the condition of the organization as 
regarded finances and membership 
On 
the list of the members of the old Pro­ 
duce Exchange there were forty-four 
names. The assets of the Exchange were 
$685.71. 
General Mathews proposed that the 
organization should start in in a provis­ 
ional form. 
New members should be 
adm itted temporarily on their payment 
of $1.50 a month for a tim e, until it was 
assured that the calls wonld continue as 
a regular institution. 
W hen they were 
established the new members could buy 
seats if they chose. 
. 
F . M. Keith spoke strongly favoring 
the undertaking and offering reasons 
why it would fee a success. M. D. John­ 
son eaid that it was the only way for a 
m an to keep posted on prices. 
He 
thought General M athews’ plan with 
regard to the new members an excellent 
one. S. B. Lewis declared ihat it was 
an excellent and a necessary undertak­ 
ing. If the Exchange had been needed 
three years ago it was certainly needed 
now, when the population and produc­ 
tion had more than doubled. 
The defi­ 
nite establishm ent of prices was worth 
all that it cost to the members. 8everal 
of those present spoke in a similar vein. 
Mr. Johnson moved that it was the 
sense of the meeting that calls should be 
revived and th at a paper should ba cir­ 
culated to which all who wished to take 
part could sign their names. A com­ 
mittee of three, consisting of Messrs 
Keith, Turner and Neiff, was appointed 
to visit the dealers and obtain their 
signatures to the paper. 
The meeting adjourned to como to­ 
gether again next Thursday.

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NEAGLE RELEASED. 
Terry's Taking-Off Adjudged 
Justifiable Homicide. 


DECISION BY JUDG% SAWYER. 


The Jurisdiction of the Federal 
Court is Param ount—The 
State Appeals. 


f Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald.1 
San Francisco, September 10.—The 
announcement that a decision would be 
rendered in the habeas corpus casooi Dep­ 
uty Marshal David Neagle, who shot and 
killed David S. Terry last month, drew a 
great number of people to the United 
States Circuit court room today. Justice 
Field was present aud occupied a seat in 
the jury box. Judge Sawyer and Judge 
Sabine were on the bench. After the 
decision discharging Neagle was read, 
notice of appeal to the United States Su­ 
preme Court was given by counsel repre­ 
senting the State of California, aod 
Neagle was released on hie own recogni­ 
sance, his bonds being fixed at $5,000. 
The decision is very long and was de­ 
livered by Jndge Sawyer. It gives a re­ 
view of the circumstances of the past 
year, including the threats of Terry and 
his wife, which culminated in the recent 
tragedy at Lathrop. In commenting on 
the subject of jurisdiction Judge Sawyer 
says: “There is not a conflict between 
the authority of the State and the United 
States. The State in such cases is sub­ 
ordinate and the National Government 
paramount.” 
He continues: “There can be no 
doubt that the jurisdiction of the United 
States is not affected by reason of the 
location where the homicide occurred. 
The main questions which the Court 
considers are: FirBt, was the homicide 
now in question committed by the 
petitioner whilo acting in the discharge 
of a duty imposed upon him by the Con­ 
stitution and laws oí the Uuited States? 
And second,was the homicide necessary, 
or was it reasonably apparent to the 
mind of the petitioner at the time anti 
nnder the circumstances then existing 
that the killing was necessary to per­ 
form a full and complete discharge of 
such duty ? The Court declares that 
a United 
States 
Marshal 
is a 
peace officer so far as keeping the peace 
in any matter wherein the sovereignty of 
the United States is concerned, and lie 
has all the powers of a Sheriff as to each 
matters. The Constitution provides for 
a Supreme Court, and gives to the Presi­ 
dent the power and duty of seeing that 
the laws are faithfully executed. The 
Court further declares that only a United 
States Marshal or his deputy could have 
performed the duty of protecting Justice 
Field, the use of State police being im­ 
practicable, as the powers of a Sueriff 
would have ended at the borders of his 
county.” 
Jlidge Sawyer then states: “After 
mature consideration we have reached 
the conclusion that the homicide in ques­ 
tion was committed by the petitioner 
while acting in the discharge of a duty 
imposed upon him by the Constitution 
and laws of the United States.” 
Judge Sawyer says he has seen some 
adverse criticism to the effect that 
Neagle fired too quickly, and on this 
subject the decision closes as follows: 
“ Neagle, on the scene of action, was 
facing a party who was making a mur­ 
derous assault; knowing by personal ex- 
Serience bis physical powers and his 
esperate character, and by general re­ 
putation his life-long habit of carrying 
arms in readiness to use them, and his 
angry murderous threats, and Beeing his 
demoniac looks, his stealthy assault from 
behind, and remembering the sacred 
trust committed to his charge, Neagie in 
these trying circumstances was the party 
to determine when the supremo moment 
for action had come, and if he honestly 
acted with reasonable judgment and dis­ 
cretion, the law justifies him even if he 
erred. But who will have the courage 
to stand up in the presence of the facta 
developed by the testimony in the caee, 
and say he fired the smallest fraction of 
a second too soon? In our judgment he 
acted nnder the trying conditions sur- 
roundiog him in good faith and with 
consummate courage, judgment and dis­ 
cretion. 
The homicide was, in our 
opinion, clearly justifiable iu law, and, 
in the forum of sound, practical common 
sense, commendable.” 


A D IK E PR ED IC TIO N . 


H o w th e C. H . 
A D . M ock I'rMUdi 
W ere P erp etrated. 
Nkw Y ork, September 10.—The trial 
of Henry 8. Ives was resumed this 
morning. E. W. Woodruff, confidential 
Secretary to Ives, aud later Secretary of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
road, was called to the witness stand. 
Witness gave a history of his relations 
with IveB and Stayner. After they se­ 
cured control of the C., H. and D. road, 
the firm proceeded at once to make an 
over-issne of stock in the names of the 
clerks in Ives’ and Stayner’s office. An 
over-issue of 1,000 shares of a face value 
of $100,000 was made by witness on Ives’ 
order and delivered to Zimmerman to 
cover IveB’ indebtedness to Zimmer­ 
man. On the same day, previous to 
August 11, 1887, witness by IveB’ order 
took the stock ledger to Ives’ house in 
Brooklyn and burned it in the furnace to 
conceal the over-issue of stock. W'itness, 
however, kept a record of all these trans­ 
actions in a small book. Ives knew 
about this and sometimes made entries 
in it himself. This book was taken to 
Newark, N. J., and kept till March lost. 
The book was produced in court and 
identified and a record of the fraudulent 
stock issue was read. 
After recess, witness stated that 2,300 
shares were subsequently handed him by 
Ives for the purpose of cancelling old 
stock, which he did. Twenty of these 
certificates were identified by Woodruff.

C hicago, September 16. — Bishop 
Fowler, of San Francislb, who has just 
completed a trip around the globe, this 
morning expressed the belief that ten 
years hence America would pay for its 
anti-Chinese laws with the blood of her 
citizens. Bishop Fowler was at one time 
pastor of the Centenary Methodist 
church of this city. He occupied the en­ 
tire session of the Methodist ministers 
today in speaking abont his observations 
of missionary work abroad. 
Speaking of the law prohibiting the 
Chinese from comiug to America, the 
BiBhop said it was the most dastardly 
and disgusting thing America ever did, 
and he said, with a Blow emphasis that 
was very impressive, that it will be p*id 
for some day by the blood of some of 
America’s best men. He thought every 
American should blush for shame when 
he thought of the violation of the treaty 
with China whereby Chinamen were re 
fused permission to land on oar shores. 
“China is not asleep,” he said. 
“ They talk but little, bnt they think. In 
many of the interior towns I met China­ 
men wh • would surprise you by their 
knowledge.” 
“ Are you allowed to land in China?” 
they asked. 
“ Yes,” I replied. 
“Chinamen are not allowed to land in 
America,” they replied; “ why are you 
allowed to come here?” 
“One man said to me one day: 
'“ la m no Christian, or I would send 
you away 
“ I tell you they are thinking and 
trouble is brewiug. The greatest prince 
In China said to me one day: 
“ 'W e are lookine after our home in­ 
terests now. A period of ten years will 
put China in shape as to her interior ar­ 
rangements, then we will look after out­ 
side interests.’ 
“ They are making great guns and iron­ 
clads, aud manning them. In ten years 
the country, with one-third of the in­ 
habitants of the globe, will be ready to 
ask what we meant by trifling with her 
treaty.” 
Bishop Fowler referred to Japan as the 
spot where missionaries should be sent, 


which religion they shall adopt, the Lu­ 
theran, of Germany, or the Episcopal, of 
England. 
They have decided against 
the Catholic church. The new Japanese 
form of government lie considered next 
to that of England, which although a 
loyal American, ne considered the best 
in the world, for it stood nearer to the 
will of the people than any other.

The fact that a matter has been often 
disenssed in a newspaper is no reason 
why It should not be adverted to again 
and again. It is the privilege of a daily 
journal to indulge in that “damnable 
iteration” which has really worked out 
most of the great reforms of all ages. 
•There is one thing that in this county and 
oection just now needs reformation. We 
«Ilude to our make-shift methods of farm­ 
ing. Home time ago we gave the state­ 
ment of the Superintendent of the Ice and 
•Cold Storage Company of Los Angeles, 
'which was to the effect that that corpora­ 
tion alone had imported into this city 
$89,000 worth of hog products from the 
East monthly. This company was willing 
• to pay a handsome price for pork on the 
hoof—as much, if our recollection serves 
us right, as eight cents a pound. And 
yet there were no hogs here to buy in 
any considerable quantity. When one 
speaks to a farmer about this great open­ 
ing, he at once responds that as soon as 
his class begin to raise pork in any con­ 
siderable quantity t here is no demand for 
it, the price falls and the pork raieer is 
“cinched." 
Admitting that there is some truth in 
this, the fact must be borne in mind that 
pork is a staple product in all the mar­ 
kets of the world, and that the art of 
making “mess" pork is by no means one 
of the “loet arts.” It is quite possible 
that we may not be able to reach at once 
the perfection in curing and pickling the 
hog that half a century’s practice has 
given Chicago, Cincinnati aud St. Louis. 
But there is no hardship to our farmers 
in starting at hog raising at eight cents a 
pound. Tbey can afford to drop consid­ 
erably lower. They can even afford 
when the “cinch" is sought to be ap­ 
plied to enter into cooperative associa­ 
tions, and provide themselves with the 
facilities for curing and pickling their 
own bogs. 
Considering the abundance of hog 
feed of ail kinds in Los Angeles connty, 
the raising of pork should develop into a 
great interest. Alfalfa is a capital food 
for hogs, and from six to eight crops a 
year can be grown on irrigated and bot­ 
tom lands. Corn grows in this county 
with a luxuriance surpassed nowhere 
else on the footstool, and the hog raised 
on alfalfa can be finished off with corn. 
In properly appointed pork packing 
establishments the natural temperature 
coants for nothing, and the fact that this 
is a semi-tropical climate counts for 
nothing. In addition to corn and alfalfa, 
beets and pumpkins, both excellent food 
for hogs, can be grown with a bountiful 
yield incredible to the Easterner. 
Eighty tons of pumpkins to the acre 
have been grown on the irrigated landB 
of Los Angeles county, and some of our 
moist lands have done nearly as well. 
When we shall have achieved a really 
industrious class of farmers—many of 
4 our horticulturists have been both in­ 
dustrious and enterprising—we shall 
develop productive wealth in Los An­ 
geles connty at an absolutely astonish­ 
ing rate. 
Diversified farming is the demand of 
- the hour in Loe ADgeleB connty. To­ 
day onr people are consuming large 
. quantities of butter and cheeee made in 
8an Luis Obispo county, although our 
ability to grow corn and alfalfa are in­ 
finitely in advance of that county. In 
the glamour of our orange groves and 
vineyards our people have overlooked 
the homelier products which enter so 
largely into the wealth of a country. 
Those who have not devoted themselves 
to making wines and brandies, and to 
growing the orange, lemon, fig and olive, 
have generally rushed into the business 
of glutting the market with wheat and 
barley. 
Having loaded the market 
-down with these staples, which they ex­ 
pect to sell to 
merchants who 
ship to Europe, instead of feed­ 
ing them 
to chickens, 
turkeys, 
geese, hogs .and graded cattle, after the 
manner of the diversified farming of the 
East, our half-hearted farmers stand 
wround disconsolately, proclaiming that 
there is no money in barley and wheat, 
mnd¡they point dispairiogly at the price 
of barley hay. 
They do not even take 
the trouble to plant a brewing grade of 
barley, which always commands a good 
¡price. 
Although natnso has pointed out Los 
Angeles county as the garden spot of the 
American continent for early vegetables, 
and although Denier, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Chicago and the whole East, 
•tend ready to buy our mid-winter green 
corn, green peas, tomatoes and January 
apring lamb, scarcely a beginning has 
bseQ made .in a line of business which 
will ultimately bring millions of dollars 
yearly into 
this 
co&nty. 
Thus 
ter the California shipments from 
Los Angeles to the 
East have 
been mainly confined to frnits, fresh, 
drie J and canned. The day is not dis­ 
tant when fe atares of Los Angeles ship­ 
ments to the East at Christmas tide and 
thereabouts will comprise innumerable 
carloads of spring vast, spring lamb, 
stickling pigs, green peas, roasting ears, 
tomatoes, early potatoes, strawberries, 
•ad many other products, which will 
bring fancy prices and make the intelli­ 
gent and enterprising farmer rich.

The Mavbrick case has had one very 
hurtful effect, outside of its individual 
merits. It has set all the sensational 
newspapers to ransacking all the ency­ 
clopedias and annals of crime to find 
exemplars of this supposed husband- 
poisoner. The Borgia and the Brinvilliers 
are trotted out iu all their hideous de 
formity, and the whole domain of the 
imagination in the line of Raw Head and 
Bloody Bones and stories of Cock and 
Bull is drawn upon. In the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat we encountered, the 
other day, no less than four columns of a 
single issue devoted to tales of poison­ 
ings of husbands by wives. In this 
article it was stated that in the year 1880 
there were no less than three thousand 
of such crimes in the fair land of France. 
This is all the veriest rot and nonsense. 
The very celebrity achieved by the 
Borgia and Brinvilliers shows how 
rare the crime must

races, 
The silly roorbach 
that Charles 
II, of Eogland, “The Merry Monarch," 
par excellence, was killed by poison was 
revived in this article, and that certainly 
was about as abHurd a thing as could be 
fabricated for the purposes of any narra­ 
tive. The view taken by Charles him 
self of the chances of his assassination is 
historical. 
His gloomy brother, the 
Roman Catholic James II., one day re­ 
monstrated with Charles concerning the 
freedom with which he mingled amongst 
his people, and said to him that he was 
in imminent danger of assassination. 
“Oh, no! Jamie,’’ replied his insouciant 
Majesty, “there is no danger to me as 
long as you are alive.” There was a pro­ 
found sagacity in this speech, which en­ 
tirely rebuts the poisoning theory. There 
was not a single faction in Great Britain 
that desired to see Charles dead. The 
Protestants of all sects wanted him to 
live because, while they suspected that 
he was at heart inclined to the 
religion of his mother, they knew 
he was too indifferent about religious 
matters to make any trouble, while they 
dreaded his morose aud saturnine 
avowed Roman Catholic brother, who 
would succeed to the throne in the event 
of his death. On the other hand, the 
more intelligent of the Roman Catholics 
knew that their chances of immunity from 
persecution were greater under Charles, 
established as he was in the affections of 
the country gentry aud the populace, 
than under his sour and austere brother. 
Poisonings of husbands or others have 
been rare both amongst the English and 
the Celtic races, and, indeed, amongst 
any races.

Postmaster-General Wanamaker he was 
having to do with a political hypocrite 
who embodied in his own person all the 
endearing characteristics of Pecksniff, 
Pnmblechook and Tartuffe, and who 
knew just enough of the possibilities of 
Postoffice development to try and make 
it subservient to the business of his great 
Philadelphia Clothing House. 
His 
charmiDg effort to make the Postmas­ 
ters of the United States, agents for ad­ 
vertising the goods of the great Phila­ 
delphia Clothing Houee of Wanamaker, 
from whieh he has ostensibly retired, 
but which is conducted by his brother, 
has attracted the attention of men of all 
parties. It was even a neater advertis­ 
ing device than his purchase of Man- 
kacsy’s great picture of “Christ before 
Pilate," for an immense price, and caus­ 
ing it to be displayed in the windows of 
his branch stores throughout the princi­ 
pal cities of the United States. Herr 
Wabner has probably much still to learn 
of the knowing ways of Mr. Harrison’s 
’cate Postmaster-General, and, by the 
time he has learned them, he will not be 
so ready to go off half-cocked in a strange 
country. 


Therb was a great deal of fooli sh pre­ 
sentation made to the 8tat9 Board of 
Equalization for a reduction of the assess­ 
ment of Los Angeles county.

T iik Finance Uommittee of the Coun­ 
cil yesterday made their report, in which 
they declined to award the custody of 
the city moneys to the highest bidder, 
the Farmers and Merchants Bank. In 
this report they plainly intimate that if 
the city funds were awarded to this re­ 
sponsible bank they would be sent 
abroad, thus adding to the stringency of 
the local money market. This is a very 
grave insinuation, and one which we do 
not care to discuss iu this issue. It is 
based on an idea disseminated in certain 
quarters that the gentlemen who control 
the Farmers and Merchants B.»nk de 
sire to reduce this county to bankruptcy, 
and to bay it in at auction, and that 
their surplus money is invested at low 
rates of interest abroad, instead of being 
used to vitalize this community. An 
examination of the loans made in Los 
Angeles counfy would doubtless do much 
to disabuse sensible men of this 
idea. However, as we are not the ad 
vocate of any bank or bankers, or of 
any clique of speculators, either in city 
or country lots or municipal improve 
ments, we beg to remind the City Coun­ 
cil that, under the law, they have only 
one alternative, which is either to let our 
the city moneys to the highest bidder, or 
to place it in the vault in the City Hall 
which is now prepared for it. The law 
is imperative as to this matter. Either 
the bid of the Farmers and Merchants 
Bank Bhould be accepted, or the city 
funds should be placed in the official 
vault aforesaid. Of course the taxpayers 
of Los Angeles will desire to know 
something of the scheme of municipal 
finance, originated by their official repre­ 
sentatives, which has here'ofore deprived 
them of the interest on the large amoun; 
of money of the city which lies in their 
Treasurer’s hands, and which threatens 
to deprive them of it indefinitely. 


The Republican preBS has never been 
noted for its extreme modesty.

eral topic of iuterest at the Navy Depart­ 
ment today was the remarkable perform­ 
ance of the new cruiBer Baltimore on her 
trial last Saturday. Early in the day 
Commander Glass, who was a member 
of the Trial Board, called upon Secretary 
Tracy and gave him some data relative to 
the trial which pleased the Secretary so 
well that he sent the following telegram 
to ex-Secretary Whitney, who procured 
the designs for the ship’s hull and con­ 
tracted for her construction: 
N av y D e pa r t m e n t, 
) 
W a s h in g t o n . September 10 f 
W. C. Whitney, late Secretary of the Navy: 
Permit me to congratulate you on the 
magnificent performance of the Baltimore. 
B en ja m in F. T r a c t . 
What Commander Glass had to com­ 
municate were facts which will appear 
more in detail in the report of the Trial 
Board, but which iu substance were as 
follows: 
The Baltimore’s soa trial for collective 
indicated horae-power commenced at 
8:40 a. m. and ended at 11:40 p. m., Sat­ 
urday, 14th iD6t. There was a light 
bret-ze ahead, with a moderate sea, and 
an occarional long swell, the remains of 
the cyclone. The distance run in the 
four hours was 78.3 knots; the average 
speed per hour was 10 knots, and the 
maximum speed for one hour was 20.2 
knots. The remarkable circumstance in 
thin connection, aud one exhibiting her 
perfection of mechanism is that t he great 
speed of 20.2 knots was made in the third 
hour, or af>er the boilers and engines 
had been for two hours driven under 
forced draft. In fact, pays Commander 
Glass, at the end of the four hours’ trial 
the vessel was in condition to undertake 
anuther such run without further prepar­ 
ation. 
The average revolutions of the hcrews 
dming the four hours was 117.4 per 
minute, while the maximum for one 
hour ran up to 119.7. The average 
horse-power maintained during the four 
hours was probably as much as, if not 
more than, 10,000, but the exact figures 
cannot be obtained until the computa­ 
tions are finished. This is 1,000 above 
the contract requirement of 9,000. and 
will entitle the builders to a premium of 
$100,000. 
After the trial the vessel was put 
through evolutions to determine her 
maneuvering powers. With both en­ 
gines running ahead she ma le a com­ 
plete circle of 750 yards diameter in 
abont seven minutes; while, with the 
port engine going ahead and the star­ 
board engine backing, she turned in a 
circle of 239 yards diRtneter, in about 
7.18 minutes. With full speed ahead 
she stopped in eight minutts. and with 
both engines hacking the ship cime to a 
standstill in 
minutes. 
Tnelenghof the vessel was loaded 
down with pig iron to a point even in ex­ 
cess of her draught when fitted with guns 
and stores, and amply demonstrated her 
strength. Her Beaworthinees was par­ 
ticularly excellent, and under full speed, 
or at twenty kuots, the vibrations were 
very flight, the greatest vibrations being 
about th ! forecastle and pilot house, but 
not noticeable on the lower decks. She 
was so steady in the seaway as to cause 
the officers to com pare her to the monitor 
type, and this ensures a steady gun 
platform, one of the prime requisites of a 
man-of-war. 
Two men were able to 
steer the fhip at any time with the great­ 
est readiness. 
Another noteworthy fact was the com­ 
fortable conditiou of the fire aud engine 
rooms. A duplicate crew had been pro­ 
vided with ihe expectation of relieving 
the firemen in two hour turns, hut after 
the first two hours of the run the firs' 
watch relumed to quit work and insisted 
on running the ship through the entire 
four hours’ trial. 
San Francesco, September 16.—Com­ 
modore Benham, Captain Watson, Chief 
Engineer Kouts and Naval Constructor 
lhieter have prepared their report, on 
the recent trial trip of the cruiser 
Charleston, and forwarded it to the 
Secretary of the Navy. Hie report is 
unanimous and very enthusiastic. Tho 
nhip is credited with a maximum horse­ 
power of 7,093, and an average horee- 
power of 0,816 for four hours’ run. The 
maximum speed obtained was 18.75 knots, 
and the average was 18 4 knots. Before 
the regular trial, on a two hours’ run iu 
the bay, she made 19# knots. It is 
positively stated at. Mare Island navy 
yard that Captain George C. Retny, now 
at the Norfolk, Virginia, navy yard, is to 
command the Charleston.

They Arc Pursued aud Captured» 
Talk of Lynching—Disaster 
on the Erie Road.

S o m e rs e t, Pa., September 16.— The 
Nicely brothers, confined in jail here 
under sentence of death for the murder 
of Farmer Umbnrger, this morning over­ 
powered the Sheriff, and when the 
Deputy Sheriff went to his assistance, 
one of the brothers with the Sheriff's re­ 
volver shot the deputy and made good 
their escape. The Deputy Sheriff’s wound 
is a serious one and may result fatally. 
The crime for which the Nicely broth­ 
ers were under sentence of death was 
committed last winter. Two men came 
to Farmer Umburger’s houee one even­ 
ing, and, representing themselves to be 
officers in search of stolen goods, pro­ 
ceeded to search the premises. The 
honest farmer, believing them to be 
genuine officers on the wroDg scent, 
offered no resistance. Bat when they 
began meddling with two big pocket- 
books, containing his hoard of years, 
about $16,000, which they found in one 
of the bureau drawers, the farmer 
thought it was time to interfere. Because 
he tried to defend his property, one of 
the villains put a bullet through his 
brain. They then pocketed their booty 
and made good their escape. No one 
else was present but the wife of the far­ 
mer, a little granddaughter and a 
female domestic. They were terrified with 
fear and unable to give the alarm until 
some time after the robbers’ flight. Num­ 
erous arrests followed on euapicion, but 
all proved futile until circumstantial evi­ 
dence led to the arrest and conviction of 
the Nicely brothers. Their trial was a 
most exciting one and ihey were de­ 
fended by several of the beet criminal 
lawyers in the State. Public prejudice 
was 
strongly 
agairrat 
the 
pris­ 
oners, 
but lately 
a decided re­ 
action had set in, owing to new 
evidence which was developed, and 
strong efforts were being m de to secare 
a new trial, with reasonable hopes of 
succees. But this outbreak on the part 
of the prisoners will now be taken by 
the infuriated people as conclusive evi­ 
dence of their guilt, and their doom is 
certain. 
• 
Tbe whole town was soon alarmed and 
500 persons, with all sorte of weapons, 
were soon in hot pursuit. The Nicelya 
having gained the woods, disappeared 
from view in the dense foliage. Shortly, 
however, a shout went up that Dava had 
been discovered up a tree. This proved 
true, and the scoundrel was speedily 
captured. An hour later Joe was cap­ 
tured, and the procession, now number­ 
ing about 800 excited people, headed for 
town. Ropes were procured and strenu­ 
ous efforts were made to lynch the crim­ 
inals, but through the active efforts of 
Rome determined people tbe design was 
frustrated, aud the Nicely boys are again 
safely landed in jail. The Deputy Sheriff, 
a brave and estimable citizen, lies at the 
point of death from the wounds inflicted 
hy tbe murderers. 
An excited and in­ 
furiated mob has surrounded the jail, 
and it is liable to be broken into and the 
criminals hanged before morning. A 
carefui search of the cells and p isoners, 
made directly after the recapture of the 
Nicelys, unearthed three more revolvers 
in the hands of the prisoners.
